BAYREUTH -“Bah!" exclaimed an en- 
raged upera fan and walked ont as soon as 
the first laser beam flickered on the stage 
in the controversial new production al the 
Festspiclhaus here of Wagner's The Ring 
of the Nibelung. 

A second green laser beam pierced the 
darkened stage, then another and another, 
eventually building an impression of the 
murky waters of the Rhine where the 
Rheinmaidens guarded the gold treasure 
which inspired Wagner's opera. 

From its high-tech beginning to its tu- 
multuous ending with the burning of Val- 
halla Castle, Director Harry Kupfer’s pro- 
duction sent shudders through Wagner 
traditionalists. 

Kupfer, chief director at East Berlin's 
Komische-Oper theatre compuny, prescnt- 
ed the mythical warrior maidens known as 
the Valkyries clambering up and down a 
long ladder in the Ride of the Valkyries, 
one of the “Ring's” most difficult parts to 
stage. 

His effort was greeted by giggles from 
the audience, and almost before the last 
note from the orchestra could die uway,

In his life he 
ded total submission to his domineering 
ligwie and authority, not only concerning 
uperalic and musical matters, bat also as poet, 
playwright. philosopher and even politician, 
aspiring to establish bimself as a controversinl 
megilomaniac, an enemy of established 
norms and the subject of endless discussions 
pro an! con. 

Among his works two have attracted 
particular attention: Parsifal (1881), his last 
work and the Rig, consisting of four 
mustkdramen (inusic dramas): Das Rheingold 
{1554}, Die Walktre (1855), Siegfried (1871) 
and Géterddmmerunay (1873), altogether 16 
hours uf music. 

_ Innumerabie attempts have been made to 
interpret the meaning of the Ring, its 
characters, heroes and symbols. Many of 
these attempts ut interpretation adopt 
irreconcilable positions. Ude Bermbach, in 
his brilliant article in the 210-page programme 
fnoles lo Die Walkitre says: “Τῆς work - the 
destruction of institutions and thoughts on the 
political content of Wagner's Ring -- from 
which 1 allow myself to quote freely, stated: 
‘Everything seems possible in the case of 
Wagner and, more especially, of the Ring, 
that mugnum opus of which Wagner himself 
wrote in [852 that his entire philosophy of life 
i found its most perfect artistic expression 
here,” ἡ 

_ The Xing has been imerpreted, at various 
um in terms of socialism and social 
Utupiunism (Bernard Shaw, [898 and Gregor: 
Dellin, 1973), mythological archetypes 
rd Oberkogler, 1978), nationalism and 
cism (Houston Stewart Chamberlain, 1869) 
and psychoanalysis (Robert Donnington, 
1963). Chamberlain (1855-1927), who married 
Wagner's daughter Eva in 1908, was an 
English author, cultural critic and violent 
racial theoretician, contributing devisively to 
the nadificution of Bayreuth in the years 
between 1933 and 1944. His views became the 
basis of the official German racial policy, the 
russentchre, us expressed by the notorious 
Nazi theoreticiun Alfred Rosenberg, executed 
ufter the Niiremberg trials. 

In retrospect, the racial-nutionalistic 
interpretation of the Ring seems irrelevant, 
the psychological (Jungian) one-sided and far- 
fetched. Donnington's interpretation can, at 
the most, be accepted us an nddition to what 
sees to be the busie‘idea of the Ring -- 
socialism and social utopianism. There may 
also be an anti-Semitic angle to the Ring with 
which 1 will deal later. 


BEFORE DISCUSSING the meaning of the 
Aing it should also be made clear that Wagner 
used Nonlic (the #dda) and Germanic 


τ mythology not becuuse he wanted to glorify 
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Richard Wagner, 


the old Germanic gods but because. as he 
states in one of his most important writings, 
Opera and Drama: “What is incomparable 
about myth is that itis true for all time and its 
content, intensely compressed, is eternally 
i wustible.” Myth indeed is a mirror of 
suciety and being detuched from historical 
events, it can thus be used to portray every 
society at any time. 

Wagner's Ring is the direct result of the July 
revolution of 1830 and the Dresden uprising of 
1849 in which Wagner was implicated and in 
which he joined forces with the Russian 
anarchist Mikhail Bakunin. It is also clear 
beyond doubt that at this stage Wagner was 
well acquainted with the writings of the 
French socialist Joseph Proudhon (1809-1865) 
who asked in one of his essays, “What is 
property?” to which he replied: “Property is 
theft."’ Proudhon's ideas became the 
theoretical basis of anarchism, 

In his essuy The Art-Work of the Future 
Wagner regards property as the busis of 
repulsive statehood. The Ring must therefore 
be regarded not only as an attack on the state, 
power, politics and the bourgenis society, but 
chiefly as a during charge against power 


achieved by means of acquisition of property. 
From the momerit when the Nibelungen dwarf 
Alberich robs the Rheingold -- from the 
Rhinemaidens who guard it at the boltum of 
the river, and succeeds in forging it into 8 ring 
(the symbol of “measureless might") - and 
later curses it when he is cheated out of it by 
the father-god Wotan and the fire-god Loge — 
the tragedy unfolds, ending finally in a 
catastrophe of cosmological dimensions. 

All possessors of the ring commit criminal 
acts: theft, deceit, cheating, fraud and all of 
them -- the dwarfs, giants, human beings and 
also the gods - are doomed. The whole world 
order, symbolizing bourgenis society based on 
contracls, arrangements, institutions, 
promises, obligations, is finally destroyed. 
Contracts are broken, obligations repudiated 
and denied, incest and adultery (a most daring 
assault against one of Christianity's most holy 
institutions - matrimony), are committed. 
Heroes, Sigmund and Siegfried, destined to 
free the world from tyranny, become 
themselves victims of the very tyrannical 
powers they are supposed to destroy. 

, All heroes of the Ring are possessed by an 
irreversible mania of self-destruction. Nobody 
escapes punishment. Free love (Sigmund-

Sieglinde, Siegfried-Brannhilde), which 
Wagner regarded as possessing the power of 
redemption, is cruelly destroyed. In the last 
scene of Gétterdémmerung Brinnhilde, now 
in possession of the ring without knowing its 
latent destructive powers, and who is perhaps 
the only positive character of the whole 
tetralogy, sees that her vision of freedom from 
political misuse of power and true love is 
finally shattered. She mounts a stake as an act 
of self-sacrifice and finds her death. 

The Rhine rises and floods the hall of the 
Gibichungen family living on its shores and 
the fire consumes everything including 
Valhalla, erected deceitfully by Wotan as a 
safe fortress-shelter of the gods. The 
Rhinemaidens finally regain possession of the 
ring in the flood waters and thus the world is 
redeemed from Alberich's curse. Humanity 
must now choose: it can again compete and 
lust for power, arbitrary authority, a new 
“ring,” or fulfill the ideal which Brinnhilde 
failed to achieve: love. Wagner's ending 
remains open. 


NOW TO THE possible anti-Semitic angle of 
the Ring. Until 1840, Wagner had been an 
admirer and friend of Giacomo Meyerbeer

Having finally arrived at Wagner's repulsive 
anti-Semitism and before discussing Bayreuth 
and the performance of the Ring, one cannot, 
of course, ignore the historical tragedy: the 
adoption of Wagner by the Nazis, — for which, 
we should remember, Wagner cannot, under 
any circumstances, be held responsible. 
Hitler admired Wagner and Bayreuth 
became the symbol of German nationalism 
and German art. Why? There are many 
answers but no fewer question marks. 
Wagner's Die Meistersinger von Niirnberg 
glonfies German art. In Parsifal there is an

undeniable racial motif, but the Ring? The 
Nazis must have-been completely blind not to 
see in the Ring a prophecy of their own 
downfall. In 1943 they seemed at last to have 
seen the light and the last two Wagner 
festivals, in 1943 and 1944, were stripped of 
he Ring.

So what was it, then, that attracted National 
Socialism to Wagner's music?

What does this mean? Wagner takes 
possession of your body and your soul; he 
actually enslaves you. Just as Wagner 
identified himself with Wotan, manipulating 
his Friends including Ludwig ΠῚ of Bavaria as 
he wished, Hitler identified himself with 
Wagner's power, strength, unlimited encrgy 
and capability to subjugate and rule. 

After Germany's collapse and the total 
destruction of the country, a new Bayreuth 
was born out of the ashes in 1951, directed by 
Wagner's two grandsons Wieland, who died in 
1966, and Wolfgang, now the sole director of 
the Festspiele. Bayreuth opened its heart to 
new ideas, new conceptions of opera 
productions, even the most daring modernistic 
ones.

often contradicts itself and occasionally seems. 
directed not only against Wagner's narrative 
and music but even against Wagner's most 
hallowed idea and ideal of the so-called 
Gesammtkunstwerk (the total art-work). 

What the director and set-designer wanted 
to say is of coyrse clear: the Ring is universal, 
timeless; its events are pertinent to every 
society and era. But watching this Ring we 
must ask ourselves: which events? Were there 
not two levels of realities and events? So what 
was relevant? 


AS FOR THE SINGERS, such a display 
could only be encountered at Bayreuth. The 
hero of the whole production was tenor 
Siegfried Jerusalem (West Germany), who 
sang the part of Siegfried in Siegfried (not in 
Gétterdimmerung). At last Bayreuth has 
found a new Heldentenor. Bass Jahn Tomlison 
did full justice to the dignified music of 
Wotan. Tenor Graham Clarke (England) in 
Rheingold as Loge and in Siegfried as Mime 
fascinated immensely both vocally and 
dramatically. His metallic timbre and 
incredible mobility on stage were sheer 
delight. Tenor Peter Hofmann (West 


most beautiful moments were the meditalive- 
lyrical passages. His sensitivity is enormous. 
On the negative side onc could perhaps object 
to some of his very slow tempi and to the 
absence of greater and more dramatic volume 
al the many climaxes. This was Barenboim's 
first Ring. Next year much will undoubtedly 
improve. : . 

To sum up, Bayreuth is a unique 
experience. It does not matter if you accept or 
reject interpretations, conceptions, 
approaches. Everything in Bayreuth is Jone 


on a huge scale. Besides the singers, 900 
people worked this year on, behind or below 
the stage; 199 musicians sat at different times 
in the pit; 214 choristers sang. But above all, 
staying in Bayreuth and dedicating yourself to 
one purpose — the music — is in itself an 
overwhelming experience. Wagner. regarded 
opera as too serious 4 business to attend a 
performance as a distraction after u day's 
work, or as a social event. Wagner demanded 
total involvement and Bayreuth’ means total 
involvement. 

And finally a personal remark: ἱ was treated 
with the greatest kindness and friendship. I 
ulso talked to Wolfgang Wagner, and when he 
said "my grandfather's music” it was like 
meeting history. He would like to come to 
Isiacl. Israelis are particularly welcome at 
Bayreuth. No effort is spared to condemn the 
terrible past. In 1985 an exhibition "Wagner 
and the Jews” was shown at Villa Wahnfried, 
Wagner's residence in Bayreuth. The 
exhibition hid nothing. The most terrible 
things were shown and explained. 

The new Bayreuth is earnest in its effart to 
bring about a reconciliation. If that is possible 
only the future can tell.

WHEN WE REHEARSED the play at the 
Cameri, the focus of the work had been on 
understanding the character and motivations 
of Kastner. For us Israelis, Eichmann had 
been a closed book, an archetype -- a killer. 

But the German actors are most interested 
in Eichmann. For them, Kastner was the 
archetype, the eternal victim. They grapple 
with the essence of Eichmann. The pupular 
theory that the man was a monster collupses 
immediately. They understand that the 
moment they define him as a monster, they 
are avoiding the essential question: how a 
humun being, flesh and blood like themselves, 
could act as he did. 

The discussion continues. They attempt to 
inderstand the salesman of ai] products who 
became the executioner of six million Jews. 
Could an explanation be found in his 
childhood? One of the actors had purticipated 
in the play Our Brother Eichmann by the 
German playwright Ruiner Kiphardt, and 
relates that Eichmann's childhood was 
apparently free of unusual incidents. 

The same actor reveals that SS head 
Heinrich Himmler once vomited during a visit 
to Auschwitz because he couldn't stand the 
sights he saw. From that anecdote arises the 
idea of schizophrenia. The actors have 
difficulty in understanding how people like 
Himmier or Eichmann were capable of living 
full and norma! family lives on the one hand, 


while signing the extermination orders on the 
other. 


AND THE DISCUSSION still continues. The 
actors attempt to understand the social and 
cultural processes which served as ἃ 
background to the individual acts of the 
killers.

A young actress tells me that in high school 
she participated in demonstrations against 
neo-Nazi groups in her native town of Gratz in 
Austria. But the school principal was replaced 
and the new head forbade the students to 
demonstrate. “What could 1 do?” she asks. 
“They would have kicked me out of school if I 
rrr urge on the part of the actors 
to prove to me that they are different; that 
they despise the Nazis more than I do; that 
they are thousands of light years away from 
the Nazi experience. There is a certain 
discomfort. 

The actor due to play the role of 
Greenwald, Kastner's accuser, says (is if il 
were myself speaking) that all living Germans 
carry a responsibility for the extermination of 
the Jews, and they cannot escape from that 
responsibility by hanging it on the 70 and 80 
year-olds, dying quietly and peacefully in 
comfortable old-age homes. The oldest actor 
answers him in a quivering voice, saying that 
during the war he was among the opponents of 
the Nazis and spent two years in Dachau. 

I allow the rehearsal to wander from the 
specific questions raised by the play. The 
actors are drawn to the question: can an entire 
nation change? In our terms they are asking 
whether there is a different Germany today.

tionary change in the situation of the 
Jewish people. 

“What became perfectly clear as 
the filming progressed," he contin- 
ued, “was that the founding of Ha- 
bimuh had many panillels to the 
founding of the State of Israel.” 

For example, there was the ques- 
tion of which language to use: Vid. 
dish, Russian ur Hebrew. Once He- 
brew was decided upon, there were 
arguments as to whether pronoun- 
ciation should be Ashkenazi or Se- 
phardi. Zemach's insistence upon 
the latter assured Habimah’s even- 
tual relocation in Eretz Yisrael. 

Another issue was the nature of 
the theatre's presentations. Should 
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Black Eyes 
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efforts, and scripts written in He- 
brew or with Jewish themes or au- 
thors; or should they be translations 
of dramatic masterpieces? There 
was also the question of the compa- 
ny’s structure — should it be a social- 
ist collective or follow an entrepre- 
neurial ideal? 

The early years of Habimah’s ex- 
istence were characterized by such 
philosophical differences, and the 
more immediate problems of lack of 
funds, and an uncommitted public. 
Even a trip to Vienna in 1917 to 
coincide with the Zionist Congress 
met with indifference, 

The theatre's fortunes were not 
secured until the right play came 
along. S. Anski wrote it, Bialik 
translated it, Joel Engel composed 
its seore and Habimah performed it 
on January 31, (922. It was, of 
course, The Dybbuk, und with its 
successful debut, Habimah's reputa- 
tion was established. “I was the fifth 
Menashe,” Bur-Shavit says proudly. 


MUCH OF the documentary is 
composed of interviews with ‘first 
and second generation Hubimah ac- 
tors, playwrights and directors. Es- 
pecially interesting are the reminis- 
cences of 83-year-old Benjamin 
Zemach, younger brother of Na- 
hum, who had acted with the troupe

Improbable romance: Sean Penn and Maria Conchita Alonso in ‘Colors.’ 


TOUNDERSTAND the controver- 
sy over the release of Dennis Hop- 
per's latest movie Colors, it is essen- 
tial to record some statistics. Not 
quite the soundest basis for artistic 
judgement, but in this case absolute- 
ly necessary. 

Los Angeles is the gang capital of 
America. There are approximately 
600 different gangs with over 70,000 
members. Police sources confirm 
thal these gangs are heavily armed, 
often better than the police. Their 
weapons run tc Soviet-made AK-47 
tiles and Uzi submachine guns. 

Using the streets of Los Angeles 
as their battlegrounds, in 1987 war- 
Ting gangs caused 387 deaths, more 
than the homicide toll for that year 
in the whole of Europe. And there is 
more. As in any war, some δ per 
cent of the victims were innocent 
bystanders. While Vietnam may be 
over, it seems America is still at war 
τὰ bloody, relentless war which the 
U.S. does not seem to be winning. 
When all it can mobilize against 
these fanatical armies of youths is 
250 law-enforcement officers, not 
much can be expected to happen. 


SUMMING UP this situation in an 
Opening title, Dennis Hopper has 
chosen to make his spectacular di- 
Fectorial comeback dealing with this 
incendiary subject. It was almost 20 
yeats ago that he shocked America 
with Easy Rider, the saga of two 
bikers stoned out of their minds -- 
the gentle hippie generation con- 
fronted with the germs of populist 
fascism. 

At the time, it was supposed to be 
inning of a new Hollywood 
cra, the flag-bearer of the anti-es- 
tablishment ideals bred by the Six- 
ies. One thing did remain from that 

time: the drug culture. 
the same Hopper who the 
film community regarded for a while

BUT HOPPER is now 20 years old- 
er and wiser. Interviewed in Venice 
last month, he said that in the Six- 
ties, drugs were supposed to “re- 
lease” his gencration; that, at least, 
was the fantusy. Nowadays, drugs 
enslave. In Colors, Hopper takes 
the long road back, horrified at 
where the alternative path led. 

Once the Great White Hope of 
American cinema, who retreated 
into an acting career of outlandish 
and excessive parts, Flopper dis- 
plays an artistic punch that has lost 
none of its impact. 

The plot of Colors itself isn’t real- 
ly that important: ἃ two-cop story 
about the unsuccessful attempt uf an 
outnumbered police outfit to squash 
u bloody gang war erupting on the 
streets. It has an old cop, Bob 
Hodges, superbly played by Robert 
Duvall, who knows the odds are 
strictly against the law and the most 
one can hope to achieve is to calm 
down some spirils. 

And there is a young cop, Danny 
McGavin (Sean Penn), a cocky and 
impetuous blunderer, foolish 
enough to believe you can beat 
sense into people. They exasperate 
each other as they roam districts 
where their presence is at best toler- 
ated. Nothing special in all this -- 
we've seen too many police sagas to 
be surprised by the formula. 

The script even commits the rath- 
er clumsy error of saddling MeGavin 
with a silly romance, involving a 
young Chicano girl, a most improba- 
ble proposition handled in an awk- 
ward, almost grotesque fashion. 
Furthermore, the script pays atlen- 
tion only to Hodges and McGavin, 
all other presences being episodical; 
which once again would seem all 
wrong, making this a film about the 
police and not about youth gangs. 


BUT IF THE FILM is exceptional 
and merits your attention, it is not 
because of Michael! Schiffer’s 
screenplay, based on a story he 
wrote with Robert Dilello. It is be- 
cause of the way Hopper directs it. 
Of course, he has an enormous 
amount of sympathy for the old cop. 
who is probably the closest thing to 
a hero this film has. And, sure, he 
handles the action scenes, the car 
chases, the sudden outbursts of vio- 
lence with the supreme confidence 
of a director who - if be hasn't al- 
ways been allowed behind the cam- 
era — was only too often present as 
an actor, and learned everything 
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which strikes home. In spite of nu- 
Merous warnings, Hopper shot his 
scenes an the streets where the gang 
wars ure really (aking place, in disaf- 
fected slums, gutted and torn apart, 
covered with graffiti and piles of 
junk. The picture is entitled Colors 
because these gangs identify them- 
selves by the colours they spurt. Le 
refers to them by their real names, 
Crips and Bloads; he even eni- 
ployed some of them as stund-ins 
and security. 

While shooting procecded, two of 
them were killed in “‘drive-by™ inci- 
dents, real life imitating the film's 
opening sequence which, in turn, 
copied reul life. 

‘The language used by all the char- 

acters sounds like a creative inven- 
tion of Anthony Burgess und his 
linguistic tour de force in Clockwork 
Orange. Only this is real street lan- 
guage. 
HOPPER INVESTS most of his ef- 
foris in painting the background, 
such as (he close comradeship be- 
tween members of the same gang 
which surpasses anything imagined 
by mad chauvinists in their national- 
istic dreams. The gang is home, fam- 
ily, country. There can be no life 
outside it or without it. 

It isn’t ἃ question of why these 
gangs exist, as some reviewers com- 
plained when criticizing the picture. 
The social aspects have been dis- 
cussed often enough. Neither is it 
whether Hopper shows these gungs 
in a favourable light, a5 he was ac- 
cused, even before the film was re- 
lensed. He does not. Some are 
worse than the others, it is true, but 
none is good. 

What Hopper seems intent on do- 
ing is to show society's utter failure 
to deal with all this. In the film's 
climactic shoot-out, helicopters hov- 
er above as if this was the jungle in 
Vietnam, not greater Los Angeles. 
The division between “us” and 
“them™ and the fierce determina- 
tion to preserve these definitions at 
any cost indicates that there is 
something wrong with human na- 
ture, almost a malevolent presence. 
It's as if something out of the roles 

Hopper used to play for others (re- 
member Blue Velvet, a movie he 
likes very much) have crossed over 
into his own film. 


THAT DUVALL manages to deliv- 
er a strong but compassionate per- 
formance in spite of the clichés he 
has to cope with (wonderful wife, 
newborn baby) is all to the credit of 
this remarkable actor. Sean Penn is 
no less persuasive fighting against 
some of the preposterous jerkiness 
imposed on his character, and Maria 
Conchita Alonso, as the girl he falls 
in love with, is sympathetic in spite 
of her role. Of course, Hopper, be- 
ing all actor, could be expected to 
get the best out of his cast. 

Of crucial importance is Haskell 
Wexler'’s camera work, the sleaze, 
the violence and the squalor slap- 
ping you in the face without any 
concessions. And Herbie Hancock's 
pulsating track is essential when 
dealing with a population which 
places sound only a fraction lower 
than drugs and sex. 5 

This isn't a pretty picture to 
watch. But do not delude yourself 
that it isn't necessary to do so be- 
cause this is one American disaster 
we, thank God, do not have to 
share. What happens in America 
has only too often proved to be a 
preview of the coming attractions 
elsewhere. Look around and you'll 
see the warning on the wall and on 
the front pages of your daily 
newspaper... [5]

Raffi

AFTER A productive inaugural 
year, during which more than a doz- 
en exhibits were mounted and cata- 
logued, Ramat Gan's Museum of 
Israeli Art has kicked off its second 
season with a triple-header of mixed 

ity. A 20-year mini-retrospec- 
tive of works by Raffi Lavie is sur- 
rounded by Yehuda Porbruchai's in- 
spiring one-person show of black- 
and-white paintings and a paltry 
proup exhibit titled “Man Has Many 
Images.” 

It has been eight years since a 
selection of Lavie's paintings and 
collages exhibited at the Tel Aviv 
Museum confirmed his stature and 
seminal role in the history of Israeli 
art; and only a short two-and-a-half 
years since Sara Breitberg-Semel, in 
her controversial, yet brilliant 
“Want of Matter™ show at the Tel 
Aviv Museum, positioned Lavie as 
its visionary, almost prophetic, 
figure. 

Lacking clearly-stated perceptive 
or original declarations, either in cu- 
rator Meir Aharonson’s catalogue 
essay or in the hanging of the three 
dozen pictures, the current affair is 
like a coda to Lavie's previous chap- 
ters, The exhibit provides one with a 
compacted, mid-term, look at Lu- 
vie's outstanding painterly powers, 
his originality and artistic amalgam- 
ation of intellect and passion; and is 
8 confirmation of his dedication to 
the purity of modernist absraction. 

Painter, teacher and critic, Lavie 
was born in Tel Aviv in 1937. Ma- 
turing as an artist in the early Ὁ, 
he was unable to find suitable paint- 
erly roots in the Franco-European 
orientation of the New Horizons 
movement's lyrical posture and pal- 
ete. Inspiration for Lavie's devel- 
oping abstract mannerisms came 

Arie Aroch's non-conformism 
and Aviva Uri’s stark linear person- 
ality, as well as Rauchenburg’s com- 
bine paintings and Cy Twombly's

graphic canvases. Within a few short 
years Lavie became the acknowl- 
edged bridge between the lyrical lin- 
eage of Zaritsky, Streichman and 
Stematsky and the emerging group 
of young, first-generation, Sabra 
painters and sculptors. 

Lavie is the quintessential painter 
of Tel Aviv, providing the viewer 
with dynamic pictures built on con- 
trasts and surprises. His ubiquitous 
pink-and-white brushing, punctured 
playfully or masochistically by wild 
linear scribbling or incised pencil 
marks, made on plywood backing 
and compositionally ordered by ap- 
plied paper rectangles, are the hall- 
marks of his art. Advertising posters 
and magazine pages describing spe- 
cific people, sites and also neutral 
objects simultaneously portray a 
condition of place and a condition of 
art. Pictures of a classical bronze 
sculpture or of Einstein are neutral- 
ized into non-literal, formalized ele- 
ments just as the Brussels flower 
market and Lavie’s home address, 
handwritten on a piece of note pa- 
per, are interchangeable. Their 
compositional consequences are of 
much greater importance that their 
narrative intent. 


In addition to the refamiliariza- 
tion process, the Ramat Gan show 
affords one the opportunity to focus 
on the shifts and modulations in Lit- 
vie's work of the past few years as 
compared to those of the previous 
15. The former strongly indicate a 
move from compositions in which 
“closed” forms (those elements 
viewed as defineable and predict- 
able and which contributed to an 
overall structure) and “open” forms 
(scribbles, emphatic lines and dilut- 
ed symbols) merged into a symbiotic 
relationship, to a pronounced ex- 
pansion of linear freedom at the ex- 
pense of formalistic harmonies. La- 
vie's painterly passages, more 
loosely organized and thinly ap- 
plied, seem to be disengaging them- 
selves from the impulsiveness of his 
line. 

Pictorial elements emerging from 
the two parallel, yet opposing paint- 
erly systems (line and mass), are 
beginning to appear. Also, subjec- 
tive imagery, an offshoot of Lavie’s 
vigorous stroking, is concealed and 
encoded but very apparent. A land- 
scape space, boats, running dogs, 
and human profiles are becoming 
replacements for the static photo-

gravure cutouts. These slight, yet 
important changes have brought Lu- 
vie to a more classical manner of 
painting. The plywood surface has 
been transformed from a closed, im- 
penetrable curtain into an open pro- 
scenium. The integrity of a Hans 
Hoffmann-inspired surface, flat and 
tension-filled, is shattered by La- 
vie's tempestuous pencil sketching 
and an acceptance of “things” ob- 
served in the real world. 

But descriptive narration remains 
strictly u point of departure for La- 
vic. It provides a base for his ges- 
tures and ensuing non-objective 
thrusts and parrics. His technique of 
creating iconographic mirror-images 
on opposing edges of the composi- 
tion downgrades the importance of 
naturalisitc painting and helps main- 
tain the picture's flatness, a Lavie 
correlation to the sun-drenched, 
shadowless forms of Tel Aviv. 


“MAN HAS Many Lmages” is like a 
pick-up game of basketball in the 
local schoolyard.

MAREK YANAI (b.Poland, 1946) 
came here at age 10 and studied 
under Joseph Hirsch at the Bezalel 
and like so many pupils of that mas-

A more unusual and 
unsetiling picture omits the upper 
face altogether and depicts the seat- 
ed artist with his hand inside his 
trousers. 

The large sun-filled landscapes, 
either looking down into Jerusalem 
valleys or up onto shikw-covered 
hilltops, are simply well brought off, 
hut do not excite any real interest, 
for they never get much beyond 
mere narration. It's time Yanai got 
to make more of his formidable 
technicul powers.

WHAT A difference $1.5 million can makel This sum was Tecently 
donated to the Batsheva Dance Company by Jack Dallul of Britain, in 
memory of his duughter Suzunne, 

The money was used to build Offices, wardrobe rooms and two 
spacious rehearsal halls in Tel Aviv's Neveh Tzedek Centre (which also 
houses the Inbal Dance Company and the Nevel; Tzedek Theatre) and 
to begin construction on ἢ performance hall across the Street. 

This modernization of existing quarters is in keeping with the dance 
Company's immediate Surroundings. Neveh Tzedek itself is a neigh- 
bourhood that is undergoing a facelift, with the effects of gentrifica- 
tion appurent everywhere, 

Entering the building on Ychieli Street, whose facade and 
entrance are in a somewhat dilapidated condition, one sees immedi- 
ately the contrast of old and new, The foyer opens onto ἢ large, open- 
ended courtyard, with the new rehearsal halls located on either side.

When he heard what we had been 
doing, he arranged for us to fly 
down the next time. From then on, 
we'd collect what an IDF 
commander told us he needed, then 
we'd go to Lod airport and fly it 
down to Fayid airfield on the other 
side of the Canal.

Someone finally took a pliers and 
snapped the bomb-shelter lock - 
and that was the beginning of a kind 
of minor revolution. We took over 
the absorption centre, organized « 
watch for the aight and began 
running things. 

I don't think we expected any 
problems. But this was symbolic of 
what happened to people al that 
point. We began to function, feel we 
were responsible for our own lives 
and knew what we were doing. 

Aviva: 

I WAS 14 at the time, and living 
with my family at the Mevasseret 
absorption centre. Today, I'm 
married, and I have three children. 
We're living in Jerusalem while my 
husband is on sabbatical from Haifa 
University. 

When my family first arrived in 
Israel in 1973, I didn’t speak too 
much Hebrew. But I remember that 
on Yom Kippur there was a little 
Algerian child running through the 
centre as we came out of synagogue 
screaming, .‘‘There is 4 war in 
Jerusalem!"" — and J understood 
that. I remember the frantic running 
back and forth, trying to get the 
bomb shelter opened. We all finally 
went down into the shelter and 
waited, 

Later, my father sat us down and 
said that he and my mother had 
decided to stay, but if my two sisters 
and | felt we wanted to go back to 
the States, we could, and live with 
an aunt or uncle. 

We made a family decision to 


__ Stay. It was a very strong experience-

memories. Memories of the same 


| arrived there at 4 a.m. All the 
tank crews were there, but no one 
knew exactly where to go and how. 1 
decided to head back north to my 
unit, By now, the country was 
already 16 hours into war, and yet I 
hitched a ride back north with a bus 
full of Dutch tourists. They didn't 
really know whut was going on. 

_ When I returned to the unit, the 
Bare WAS ἡμέραν even though no 
one knew what was going on in 
battles themselves. cae ‘ 

The first time we really began to 
understand was when we arrived in 
the Sinai, on Monday before dawn, 
and saw that we were there in the 
desert without any cover, [π the Six 
Day War, the Isrneli air force had 
ruled the skies, so we didn't have to 
fear an air attack on the ground. 
Now, for the first time we saw the 
Egyptinn planes attacking us, and 
one of our planes damaged. 

One night we had 16 wounded, 
These were people who had. served 
in the sane unit together for years, 
We knew each others’ families. We 
would leuve everything to run and 
help them. I don’t know what it is 
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moon, 15 years ago. Whispered 
phrases among friends...going to 
sleep in a bomb shelter... waiting 
for news of a wounded brother or 
son... Creeping through the desert 
under fire, wondering how much 
longer the war would drag 
on.Some have tales of adventure, 
heroism or good luck. Others are 
not so fortunate. They are silent — 
because silence is more telling than 
words. 

In a sense there wasn’t one war, . 
but many. The war of the civilian 
and the war of the soldier, of the 
new immigrant, the bereaved, the 
youth and the volunteer. 
Here.are a few of the memories. 
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like in the armies of other countries, 
But here, helping these wounded 
was the supreme duty. 

I crossed the Suez Canal on the 
second night of the crossing, 
October 19, with one of the first 
Units to go over. That was a very bad 
night, both getting close to the 
bridges that had been thrown up and 
crossing them. All the time, shells 
were exploding next to us and men 
were being wounded. 


After we got over to the west side, 
the Egyptian artillery went on 
shooting at us for another 10 or'12 
hours. We didn't know the area and 
we didn’t know where to find cover. 
More men were wounded, although 
88 we continued to advance in the 
section: of Port Said and 
southward, it gra 
_ gradually calmed 

In the end, though, I felt that the 
Canal crossing was necessary to 
bring the war to a conclusion. It had 


. both a strategic and a psychological 


impact. We cut the two Egypti 
armies. off one from the ΤΡ pen 
the moment Israel was physically on 


disappointment and uncertainty — 


Egyptian territory, the morale in 
Israel went up and the morale in 
Egypt went down. People knew that 
this act would involve many 
casualties, and while there were 
many mixed feelings, it was felt that 
this would be a decisive step. 

Yes, there were also casualties in 
my unit. But better not to speak 
about ‘that. - 

After the war it was indeed a 
difficult time. We had been taken by 
surprise. There had been many 
casualties. -The Six Day War was 
over relatively quickly: this one 
dragged on. But it wasn’t the morale 
of the army that was damaged as 
much as civilian morale. 

In the field, you receive orders. 
and your morale is a function of 
whether you carry them out well. | 
didn't even sense the difference in 
morale until I got my first leave at 
the end of November. Then I could 
see that soldiers were received with 
less celebration and enthusiasm 
than at the end of the Six Day War.

We decided we'd keep bringing 
supplies to soldiers as a regular 
thing. But soon after, the war 
wound down and the needs of the 
soldiers changed from basic 
necessities to things like 
recreational equipment. We started 
collecting radios, footballs, things 
like that. 

After the first cease-fire, we 
decided we weren't going to stop at 
Tasa, but would continue across the 
Canal. We made that trip in my car, 
a white Mercedes, and a friend’s 
Volvo. We had to wait until dark to 
cross, because during the day, the 
Egyptians would try to bomb the 
bridges that had been jaid across the 
water. We crossed in the pitch dark. 
Our goal was to get to Arik Sharon's 
headquarters. ᾿ 

On the other side of the Canal. I 
noticed petrol pouring from the 
Volvo's fue! tank — it had 
apparently been ag by 
something on the bridge. We 


Poetically speaking, I came when 
I did because 1 was afraid that if I 
waited, the Messiah would get there 
before us. 

I suppose we had some 
apprehensions about economics, 
but the general atmosphere was 
naively optimistic, we felt we could 
do everything. I remember being 
interviewed by the local newspaper, 
and saying that I expected that the 
day would come when I would be 
able to hop in my car and take a ride 
to Cairo for the weekend. 

That was destined to be the mest 
improbable prediction that one 
could make in those days. And yet 
my daughter just came back from a 
weckend in Cairo, so I’m not so sure 
some of the optimism wasn't well 
founded. 

Certainly the Yom Kippur War 
was ashock, but maybe it was more 
of a shock to native-born Israclis 
than it was to us. 1 think Isracl, as a 
nation, learned the limits of our 
power, the reality of the world. But 
we immigrants didn’t have children 
who were endangered by the war, 


sensed intuitively that this was the 
place to be. The war had an impact 
on me specifically in making me 


© realize the importance of being 


here. 

But there was another American 
family that said their grandmother 
had cabled them and was gravely ill. 
Within a week after the war broke 
out they had packed up all their 
things and gone back. 

Haim: 


MY SON FELL and cut himself the 
second night of the war. We drove 
to Sha’are Zedek Hospital in a 
complete blackout. The whole 
medical staff was there, and it hit us 
that they were waiting for the 
helicopters to bring in the first 
wounded from the Golan. But 
nobody had arrived yet. 

1 don’t think we realized until 
much later how dangerous the 
situation was in the first hours of the 
war. None of us thought that Israel 
could lose. The Russians at the 
absorption centre, who had gone 
through World War II, were much 
more frightened than the 
Americans. For the Americans, it 
was like an adventure and they 
didn't know what to be afraid of.

Granting Egypt a limited victory 
was predicated upon Isracl and 
Egypt agreeing to a “cease-fire in 
place,” freezing the battlefield 
Status quo.

Bordeaux is open to the oulside, 
alert, extremely civilized. ΠΕ ἐν 
cathy, drenched in aromas, its air 
ted by the river Gironde. For 
three yous, my sun was a 10 kw, 
hulb which weet out during every 
humbardinent. Everything about 
iny Wh: was artificial, absurd. In this 
confined space, 1 could no longer 
capture the outside work, No more 
mums. Ewas enclosed ina world af 
sione, of walls, of silence. [, who 
fed learned to love the sweet- 
smelling shadows of the cellurs, with 
their overtones of new vak casks, 
destined fo live for three years 
in a labyrinth of dark dungeons ina 
shadowy world of suffering. 

Nevertheless, during my three 
yeurs L never forgot the tuste of 
wine. True, it wis ne more than a 
memory, a fugitive sensation, like a 
well-loved book one can no longer 
read. In my own way, I practised 
Proustian mental gynmiustics, albeit 
without the help of a real 
Madeleine. Mine was simply my 
memory, which recreated pictures 
and places. Sometimes in the deep, 
dark well of reality, a miracle 
happened: the taste ‘of cedar and 
blackcurrant from the Cabernet- 
Sauvignon, the plummy aroma of 
the Merlot, returned to me. 

How many times [ trod the road 
up the Medoc past all the chateaux I 
had known so well. Every evening, | 
opened the cuphoard of memories, 
while in a neighbouring cell our 
guards prayed and bowed low in 
memory of Hussein, the Shi'ite 
martyr who died at Karbala. ‘They 
were the images of πὶ free man, for 
wine is synonymeus with liberty. It 
is a free choice of one's time, the 
ht te choose, to decide for 
oneself. 


IT WAS Michel Seurat, abducted 
with me on May 22, who started me 
offon Bordeaux. We had no books, 
so we had to tik, tn the dungeon, 
about fou nivtres square, where we 
were kept, we had to escape, Ele 
conversed about sociology, while 1 
spoke about literature and 
described the work! of Bordeaux to 
se canversiions turned. 
into a series of lessons. : 
With his methedicul and 
inquisitive mind, Michel took notes 
and learned to situate the geography 
of the Medoe, and to fucate the 
Graves in relation to the Sauternais. 
Τ started him off with the help of 
maps which { prepared each 
morning. Ve quickly familiarized 
himself with the hierarchy of the 
1855 classificatiun and learned the 
particular qualities of every one of 
the vintages of the postwar years. 
As a sociologist, he grasped the 
urganization and workings of this 
highly-regulated and complex 
saciely of which he had known 
nothing before May 22. For a few 
short hours we managed to escape 
from our tomb, banishing the 
shadows and the ce, 
We forgot the ἢ ing nvise of 
the air driven into our cell by 
niysterious aerial orifices. At times, 
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The French journalist Jean Paul 
Kauffmann was kidnapped, together 
with his colleague Michel Seurat, 
when they arrived at the Beirut 
International Airport on their return 
from Paris on May 22, 1985. He was 
released on May 4 this year.

when a man being tortured cried out 
in the night, we stopped talking, our 
hearing alerted. The noise of chains, 
a few strange sights, the creaking of 
heavy iron doors, our jnilers* 
footsteps, followed by the silence of 
the abyss. How could we then tatk 
of the way the Gironde breathes on 
the vines of the Medoc, or Kant's 
“ideal of the real"? We had to start 
again from the beginning. 


ON JULY δ. while we were talking 
about the influence of the River 
Ciron on the development of “noble 
rot” key grated in the lock. [hid 
Sauternes brought us luck? We were 
being removed from our eave to he 
instulled in the floor above. We 
found we were in Basti, in West 
‘This climb constituted a 
definite improvement in’ our 
condition: a bigger cett, healthier 
food, warders who were almost 
thoughtful. Being treated as dioufs, 
Suiests, Surely meant that we were 
about to be freed. The respite lasted 
a mere 20 days, Et was the only time 
they removed the scarves aver their 
eyes and we could sce the faces of 
our jailers. 

T have never understaod the 
reason behind this strange 
interlude, We had left the workd of 
Piranesi. But soon we found the 
workl of Goya's painting, “The 
Fates," in which the artist hus 
expressed the implacable nature of 
time through the image of three 
appalling old women suspended in a 
pale sky above a misty landsenpe. In 
fact, these daughters of the night 
were at work cutting the thread for 
one of us. 
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On July 28, we were transferred 
to ἃ windowless house not far from 
the airport of Khulde and started 
our descent into Hell. 

1 no longer remember who it was 
who said that it was better to visit 
Hell in one's lifetime than after 
one’s death. This particular Hell did 
ΠΟΙ burn us with the fierceness of its 
flames. Instead, we were stripped of 
our whole being through a 
combination of the ridiculous and 
urd. 

Camus was right when he suid 
that stupidity is always insistent - α 
quality responsible for the death of 
my friend Michel Seurat. At the 
beginning of September, when he 
felt the first symptoms of his illness, 
our jailers never tired of Tepeating 
“ Bussitta — it's no problem.” It was 
the slowness and sheer thickness of 
our cuptors which killed him. 
Enrlier, he had been able to meet 
his wile, who had brought buck from 
his library a number of baoks, 
including a volume of Sartre, which 
was never to leave my side, 

Around this time, our warders 
wanted to talk all the time. They 
asked us unexpected - or simply 
pucrile — questions. For example: 
“Do you drink wine?" “Yes [ do,” I 
said, “But its forbidden," they 
explained. ‘Forbidden by whom?" 
asked Michel. “By the Koran of 
course,” they replied. “You know 
Wwe ate not Moslems,” was our 
response. “But why aren't you 
Moslems?” 

Every evening we performed this 
Tonesco-like farce full of mutual 
misunderstandings and dialogues of 
the deaf. We lived in a world tuned 


upside down, in a ser of puredy- 
planet. 


TWO NEW personalities, happily 
very real, were introduced intu this 
ludicrous world: Marcel Fontaine 
und Marcel Carton. [1 was a shock 
to see their faces marked by their 
sufferings. The fraternity of mutual 
Misery now counted two new 
members. 

By the end of September, Michel 
was really ill aml kept quiet. 

“Hf you'll excuse me," he would 
say, “T don't feel inclined to talk, 
but you must. [ love to hear your 
discussions with Cartan and 
Fontame. [lhe the impression that 
life, the real life led by uinse living 
outside, goes on.” 

Our ὁ rather jealous af 
these discussions. For we never 
Moppect talking. 

Marcel Fontaine, who showed a 
lively interest in oenvlogy, quoted 
Omar Khayyam: “Ever since the 
sun and the moon first shone in the 
firmament, we have never known 
anything superior to wine.” This 
quotation came from a very valuable 
book he owned at his home at 
Francoville, written at a time when 
the Iranians were Persians, when 
they were wise, witly, easygoing. 

Michel Scurat listened, 
thoughtfully, and still had the 
strength to note down the name of n 
chiteau whose wines we liked: “For 
later on, when I am free," he said, 
without going any further. He was 
willing himself to live, but felt that 
his strength was slipping away. 

The rest of the time we read, for 
reading and conversation were our 
only two expedients for escaping 
from the lnbyrinth. The iron doors, 
the walls, the impenetrable silence 
broken by the almost nightly 
bombardments, the repeated lies, 
the uncertainty of our fate, created a 
complicated and tortuous net. 

After all, what is a nightmare if 
not a maze of situations and 
meanderings from which you cannot 
escape? In this tangle of buildings, 
of trompe-l'oeil galleries, uf false 
hopes, our memories, the tastes we 
Possessed when we were free men 
became our Ariadne’s thread. 


THREE BOOKS accompanied us 
in our captivity, diverting us from 
Our woes, from our despair: the 
Bible, War and Peace, and the 
Pleiade edition of Sartre's novels. 

T had barely read sny Sartre, not 
liking didactic novels. And then I 
discovered that he loved claret. 
How many times did I reflect on this 
phrase: “They can kill you, they can 
deprive you of wine for the rest of 
your life: but this last time wine slips 
Over your tongue, neither God nor 
fan can take it away from you, It is 
the purest of happenings." 

One scene Particularly attracted 
me, partly becuuse the characters 
were drinking Chiteau Margaux. I 
remember that in the course of our 
discussions Michel Seurat, who was 
becoming Something of a 
Connoisseur, regretted the fact that 
Sartre had not indicated the vintage. 

In War and Peace, Count Pierre 
also drank Chateau Margaux. I'm 
very fond of Count Pierre, but he 
Was ΠῸ connoisseur. He was rich, he 


“drank the label” and did not 


concern himself with the sensations 
involved. The sad truth was that he 
gol drunk on Chiiteau Margaux. 
This lapse in taste invariably 
shocked me, Was that the reason I 
Preferred Prince André, who is 
more refined, more cerebral? He 


would certainly have appreciated 
clarel, but Tolstoy neglected te give 
him anything to drink, 

In the Bible 1 found stmost 
everything. Besides truths to believe 
or to practise, the Bible contained 4 
thousand observations on the art of 
living, of drinking, of cating. 
There's a tol about wine in it. 1 even 
started a study on wine and the 
Bible at the end of 1986, before they 
finally removed our pencils and 
Paper. “The strong man dues nat 
play with wine, for wine hus been 
the undoing of many,” says the 
prophet. 


THE FIRST TIME I talked with 
Elie Hallak, the Lebanese Jewish 
doctor who had also been taken 
hostage und tried to save my friend 
Michel, he declared: “Ah, you love 
claret. You must initiate me into ifs 
mysteries when we are freed." 

[ never had the opportunity of 
teaching Elie Hallak about wine, 
since in February 1986 our captors 
announced that this medical hero 
had been killed. Ignoring his own 
fate, he looked for every means to 
comfort Michel in his agony. When I 
met his widow Rachel in Paris after I 
had been freed, I offered her a 
present: a bottle of Mouton 
Rothschild 1981. 

Reflecting today on these two 
friends who have gone for ever, | 
realized how apt a symbol wine is of 
life, for it represents sap, vigour, 
continuity. Punctuated by 
bombardments and the monotonous 
drumming of heavy machine guns 
indicating that we were near the 
Palestinian refugee camps in South 
Beirut, regret for wine permeated 
our darkness, chasing away fear and 
inclining us to the sweet communion 
of like minds. One had known for a 
long time that it was not necessary 
to drink wine, that merely to talk 
about it is enough to maintain that 
sociability which for us was a form 
of survival. 

During these three nightmare 
years we talked about wine 
practically every day. It was our last 
link with the world of the living. 
Hungry, cold, hot, fearful, we never 
stopped talking about wine. About 
claret to begin with, but we were nat 
choosy. Many of our fictional 
pilgrimages took place in 
Champagne. 

At limes 1 devised crosswords for 
Marcel Fontaine, without ever 
forgetting the lovely town of Ay. an 
obligatory stopping point for every 
crossword lover. And how should 
you open ἃ bottle of champagne? By 
grasping the cork delicately in the 
hand or shooting it right across the 
room? Such were the subjects of our 
discussions while all the time there 
was death in our souls. 

When a guard came into our cell, 
cocking his Kalashnikov or screwing 
on his silencer, we would interrupt 
these interesting discussions for a 
few opal ‘ ia 

Every da ‘ept my memory 
trim "by Υ ecitia the 1855 
Classification of the great wines of 
the Gironde. I reconstituted the list 
on'envelopes made from packets of 
Cedar, the infamous Lebanese 
cigarettes which they gave us [Ὁ 
smoke at the rate of two or three ἃ 
day, when they didn't deprive us of 
them. I Jost my list every time we 
were moved -- 18 times in all. 


IN THE END, my memory started 
playing me tricks. And then, to be 
frank, believing that we had been

THEN ALONG came Maggie, and 
if the Docklands project is nothing 
else, it is a monument to 
Conservative Party doggedness, 
pride and dedication to the 
roposition that, given the right 
incentives, Britons can still do the

The Thatcher government's 


philosophy was as simple as it was 
controversial. Overriding the 
powers of London's local borough 
councils, no fewer than three of 
which share jurisdiction over the 
dock areas, the government 
appointed the London Docklands 
Development Corporation and 
invested it with wide powers to buy 
and seil land. It also put up some 
money, which by 1987 amounted to 
a not-inconsiderable quarter of a 
billion pounds. But its most startling 
decision was to charge the LDDC 
with stimulating private investment 
by any means possible and from 
virtually any available source. 

The positive view of all this was 
expressed to us by Andrew 
Laurence, the personable LDDC 
press-relations officer who recently 
showed us around Docklands. 
“Even critics will concede that by 
creating good conditions for private 
developers, Docklands has achieved 
in five years what would likely take 
15 or 20 years elsewhere. It's not 
uncommon for an office building 
here to go from the drawing board 
to completion in 18 months. Once 
people caught on to what Docklands 
was all about, the excitement just 

ww." 

Part of that excitement arises 
from the fact that developers are 
offered generous grants and loans, 
and that no rates are being levied in 
Docklands until 1992. In addition, 
prime office space is often leasing at 
a bargain £15 per square foot

monthly, a quarter of the going 
price nearby in the heart c* London. 
“We already -have 2,000 
businesses and corpurations settled 
in what was only a short time ago a 
dead area,” Laurence continued. 
“The whole of Fleet Strect except 
for the Mirror Group has relocated 
here. The Bank of England may not 
be ready to move in, but we've 
already got the London Commodity 
Exchange, Price Waterhouse, 
Citibank — and if the Bank of 
England does not relocate, we'll 
extend the Docklands Light 
Railway right to the Bank itself. 


“With a half-million square fect 
of offices built,"" Laurence 
continued, “we're also developing 
infrastructure and residences, The 
LDDC has 12,000 homes either 
completed or near completion, and 
we plan to double that within the 
decade. The 12,000-seat London 
Arena will open here next year. The 
Academy of St. Martin-in-the- 
Fields is moving to Docklands. 
We've provided a new home for the 
Billingsgate Fish Market. Our new 
London Bridge City is the most 
exciting shopping and dining 
complex in all of London.” 

All a little too exciting for some 
critics, mainly local residents and 
officials of the area's Newham, 
Tower Hamlets and Southwark 
borough councils. If these 
traditional Labour strongholds 
opposed Docklands on principle, 
they also raised what, disinterested

outsiders might view as legitimate 
complaints. 

One is that although the 
Docklands project has meant the 
creation of nearly 10,000 jobs, few 
of those jobs went to local residents. 
Another is that while the project 
includes seme low-cost housing, the 
majority of residential units cost 
hundreds of thousands of pounds, 
affordable only by yuppies, a breed 
radically transforming the character 
of the docks. . 

The LDDC counters this by 
pointing to a job-training centre it 
has established on the Isle of Dogs, 
and to some 2,000 new homes built 
for local residents at a top price of 
£40,000 each. Community activists, 
however, call such moves mere 
tokenism, claiming that the LDDC 
took these steps only under 
pressure, and adding that the 
project's abiding interest remains 
profit, if not outright speculation 
and profiteering. 


WHILE NO ONE denies the profit 
motive behind Docklands, many are 
also concerned about who earns 
those profits. That's because the 
biggest money behind Docklands 
isn’t British.

In Baruch's view, the natural op- 
tion and most fertile territory for the 
Isrieli βροισξΓλρμες (given the tack 
of real museum/gallery support and 
undeveloped educational infrastruc- 
ture) is photo-journalisin. Coining 
the phrase “Art-clironicle." Baruch 
puts forward! the works of this tric to 
illustrate his theory.

There is also a large flashy Ameri- 
can car, its body, in a promotional 
pose, tipped upwards, as if to sug- 
gest its availability asa lottery prize. 
Finally, in photographs of mourn 
ers taken at the home of murdered 
taxi-driver Ya'acov Papashvili in 
January 1986, Levac provides the 
Biennale with some of its more 
memorable images. [n a superb 
group portrait, the dead man's body 
is not shown, yet still remains as the 
expressive focus of the picture. 
Figures are shown in deep shad- 
ow, light illuminating the grim ex- 
pressions on faces and hands clasped 
τ together secking comfort. On the 
back wall of the scene, Levac in- 
cludes another tragedy: a reproduc- 
tion of the faces of the taxi-driver's 
brother and sister-in-law, killed pre- 
viously in a traffic accident, whose 
children Papashvili adopted.

himself had turned 92. 

I visited Zvi and Rachel in their 
Herzliya Pitmah cottage, adjoining 
the house of their daughter Ruth 
Dayan, having as wonderful a time 
as any author and wife could ever 
hope to hive -- short of receiving a 
cheyue for millions of collars: in 
royalties! 

‘They were going through i miiss 
uf letters ἐπ it of Isragl, 
cong on the 
publication of the bank. Zvi real 
me othe letters from President 
Herzog, Foreign Minister” Peres, 
Chief Justice 5 
Uarak, Financ 
Professor LEpuraim Urbach, 
Zevulun Hammer, minister of 
Religious Affairs and Neils Hansen, 
German ambassador to [srael [081- 
(98S. 1 was struck, not only by the 
perfection of their classical Hebrew, 
but even more by the pains to which 
they had all gone to prove that they 
had read the baok with meticulous 
care, 

“The idea of getting the thesis 
Published as a book cume to me 
when | was in Landon in 1985, 
visiting the LSE,” Zvi said. Sixty 
years ago, he had been taught by 
Professur Hurold Laski and Dr. 
Hugh Dulton, “Dr. Philbott of LSE 
interviewed me about my memories 
of Dalton. You remember he 
became chancellor of the exchequer 
and resigned because an inadvertent 
remark of his was correctly 
interpreted and became a leak of 
something that he was going to say 
in his budget speech. 

“L laughed, and commented to 
Dr. Phitbott that our standards of 
ethics in Isracl weren't nearly as 
high as Dalton's had been; no 
minister of ours would resign 
because of a little error like talking 
100 much, 

“Then I got ta thinking about 
ethics and Israeli society in general, 
and so came to the inspiration of 
ceviving my thesis, which dealt with 
the influence of Maimonides on 
social and political thought, not only 
in his own age, but even on radical 
English thinkers in the 19th century 
and, through them, on the Zionist 
Socialist thinking that inspired the 
creation of the state. 

“Lasked them at LSE if they still 
had a copy of the dissertation. They 
snid they were sorry but they didn't 
keep theses for so long and they 
advised me to try the British Library 
of Political and Economic Science. 


“SURE ENOUGH, I found it 
there. To give you an idea of how 
meticulous the British can be, it had 
originally been filed under the name 
Schwarz with a ‘c' as the second 
letter, and then somebody had gone 
back and struck out the ‘c’ and put it 
under my correct name, ‘Shwarz,’ 
So I sat down and xeroxed every 
page." 

T ventured to suggest that the 
book was so impressive that it was 
surprising he didn’t submit it for a 
doctorate, “It was Laski's idea that ] 
should go for an M.Sc. and not πα 
Ph.D. He said that the Americans 
had made Ph, D's so common and so 
easy to obtain that they weren't 
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optimism

worth much any more, then added 
‘Now, #4 master's degree from 
Oxford or Cambridge or us -- that's 
something!” Rightly or wrongly, 1 
took his advice. 

“So 1 had to wait some time to get 
my doctorate, as you know, the 
Hebrew Universily gave me an 
honorary onc on my 80th birthday. 
You interviewed me at the time, and 
headlined your piece ‘A critical 
optimist’. Yes, ] was always critical 
of the Labour Party, although | was 
always a member of it, and 1 was 
always an optimist.

before World War 1: they had been 
members of an elite group that had 
gone on to make immense 
contributions to Israel. It included 
such men as Moshe Sharett, Eliyahu 
Golomb, Dov Hos and Yitzhak 
Olshan, who all later made such an 
enormous contribution to the 
upbuilding of the state. At that 
time, he had admitted that the 


Isracli society that hnd emerged was ἡ 


vety different from the one which 
that group of Socialist idealists in 
the Herzliya Gymnasium had 
envisioned, ‘The land of our dreams 
had become the land of our 
Screams... 


NEVERTHELESS, he had insisted 
that he was an optimist, and had 
justified his optimism on the ground 
that Isracl bad accomplished so 
many positive uchicvements. So | 
asked him now, 12 yeurs after that 
interview, in the light of all the 
changes for the worse that have 
taken place in Israeli society, 
ety erst since the beginning of 
the intifada, how he can_ possibly 


still describe himself as being an 
optimist.

“Well, I'd say that now I'm not 
just a critical optimist, now I'm a 
cynicul optimist. My optimism is 
based on a belief that we have never 
been nearer to peace with the 
Arabs. Look at what's happened in 
Iraq and Iran. Look at Afghanistan 
and at Cyprus, where the Greeks 
and Turks are talking peace, Who 
thought that the Iraqis and Iranians 
could make peace so suddenly? We 
can learn from them. 


_“What happened in the Gulf has 
ea me a very good idea how it can 

8 worked. Peres talks of territories 
for peace; Shamir is prepared ta 
give autonomy according to Cam 

David for’ peace. They're both 
prepared to talk to suitable Arabs, 
without defining who such Arabs 
are. There's not such a great 
difference in practice between the 
two concepts because, either way, 
there will have to be an interim 
period to see how things work out. 


“We should agree to give the 
Palestinians autonomy in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip, provided 
we get ina really strong UN force to 
maintain peace. It must be a force 
with teeth. That will enable both ud 
and the Palestinians to see, during 
an interim period, how things would 
work if they had control of their own 
destiny. We would have a breathing- 
space. This is exactly what Camp 
David had in mind, so I can't see 
why Shamir should object 10 the 
idea. And Peres, of course, has no 
reason to object to it, either, 

“IF we don't agree to some such 
concept, I think it'll be forced on us, 
if not by the Great Powers then by 
demography: America and Russia 
arc now Ta about many 
things, and 1 think that a Middle 
East peace will be one. 1 can't see 
how ‘three mitlion Jews can govern 
two million Arabs forever. 


“TO SAY THAT the demographic 
problem will be solved by mais aliya 
trom the Diaspora is nonsense; we 
all know that this won't take place in 
the foreseeable future. In fact, one 
of the fundamental tenets of 
Zionism is that Jews should be able 
to go on icing it pride and self- 
respect in the Diaspora. When Ben- 
Gurion was demanding that all Jews 
who wanted to call themselves 
Zionists were obliged to come here 
on aliya, 1 submitted an article to 
Davar rebutting the concept. Davar 
refused to publish it. So 1 sent it to 
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Ben-Gurion. He sent me a long 
reply in which he advised me not to 
regret what wasn’t published, only 
what did appear. [ gave his letter to 
the Hebrew University. (As a 
student in London, Shwarz he had 
been Davar's correspondent in 
England). ᾿- 

Was it not rather surprising that 
he and Rachel, holding the views 
they did, never became members of 
a kibbutz? “It was because of a 
decision made by our group. They 
sent us first to teach Hebrew at 
Merhavia (the moshav, not the 
kibbutz) where everyone was 
Yiddish-speaking. Then, after the 
Balfour Declaration, the group 
decided that the Jewish state was on 
the way, so we had to get educated 
to be prepared to serve it. It was 
Dov Hos’ idea that I should go to 
the London School of Economics in 
England, and the others agreed; 
Laski was like a god to us then, it 
was before he became such an 
admirer of Stalin. 

“We arrived in England without 
knowing a word of English. Ruth 
was then two years old. Rachel's 
father was a famous chemist, Dr. 
Klimer, a graduate of the Sorbonne, 
and she went to King's Cullege to 
study chemistry.” Zvi and Rachel 
supported themselves and their 
child by teaching Hebrew and 
Talmud. Among his pupils was Sir 
Stewart Samuel, the brother of Lord 
Samuel, the High Commissioner. 

“lL remember Shmaryahu Levin 
{an early Zionist leader] said to me 
once, very sadly; “The Jews are very 
clever, but they haven't got any 
seichel.' He was right then, and I'm 
afraid that what he said is still true 
today, especially about the Jews in 
Israel." 


ONE OF THE PROBLEMS he 
encountered when writing his thesis 
on Maimonides was that he needed 
access to a very good Jewish library. 
‘The ideal place in London was Jews’ 
re εὶ but the principal, Professor 
Abraham Buchler, disapproved of 
the Herzliya Gymnasium, because 
its director, the famous Dr. Benzion 
Mossinsohn, believed that it was 
sera to rewrite the Bible. But 

rofessor Buchler was placated by 
letters from Laski and Samuel, and 
he became a good friend to Shwarz. 
“When I finished at LSE and got my 
degree and went home to 
Jerusalem, Buchler gave me a letter 
to Judah Magnes, who was so 
impressed by the recommendation 
that he arranged for me to continue 
my studies without paying any 
fees.” 

Shwarz_continued to write for 
Davar. Eventually his interest 
shifted to law, and he enrolled in the 
Law School of the Government of 
Palestine, After graduating in 1936, 
he joined Dr. Bernard Joseph (later 
Dov Joseph) in setting up one of 
Israel's foremost legal firms, with 
branches in Tel Aviv and Haifa." 

Rachel carved out a career for 
herself. Her great interest was 
education, She became one of the 
first members of the Hadassah 
Council in Israel, and inspired 
Hadassah's establishment of the 
Seligsberg Vocational School for 
Girls, the first one of its kind in the 
capital, and the Brandeis 
Vocational School for Boys. She 
pioneered in promoting leisure 
activities for the young and the 
establishment of playgrounds for 
children, Her membership of the 
Hadassah Council enabled her to 
get funds for playgrounds from the 
Bertha Guggenheim Fund. 

'l was propagating the ideas of 
Joseph Dewey, who believed that 
education should be through play 
and a free use of the imagination,” 
Rachel explained, “In Palestine, 
teaching was all done in the hard, 
Old-fashioned way. I thought we 


ued hs ye get a middle 
school in the mornings, play ; 
afternoons. We slatted eat 
playground in the Old City and 
branched out and eventually had set 
up 10 playgrounds in various 
of the country.

IN BETWEEN all these activi 
Zvi and Rachel raised ἘΣ 
daughters: Ruth, who married 
Moshe Dayan and later became 
famous in her own right for her 
work in setting up Maskit and 
serving in developing countries, and 
Reumah, who married Ezer 
Weizman. 

After the state was established, 
Rachel joined the Ministry οἱ 
Education as supervisor of its youth 
office, and set up playgrounds in all 
parts of the country, driving Jong 
distances to keep her eye on them. 
She still takes an interest in het 
beloved playgrounds, and drives 
around (she still drives her own car) 
to make certain that “all work and 
no play” does not apply to Israel's 
children. 

From catering to children she 
moved on to establish recreational 
groups for adults, particularly old 
people. She persuaded David 
Tuviyahu, the mayor of Beersheba. 
to set up a swimming-pool in his new 
desert town. “Today we have youth 
centres and community centres all 
over the place.” 


BOTH ZVI AND RACHEL held 
important positions in the Hagana. 
He was the commander of the 
People’s Guard in Jerusalem. She 
was the first woman ever to get ἃ 
driving licence in Jerusalem and 
used to drive from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem carrying weapons, which 
of course was illegal according to the 
laws of the Mandatory regime. Her 
car was not searched at the road 
blocks. The British soldiers used to 
joke, “Here comes our favourite 
smuggler,” and let her through. 

My thoughts kept going back to 
the problem of how Zvi could stil 
be an optimist in modern Israel. ἢ 
recalled that, when [ interviewed 
him on his 80th birthday, he quoted 
Robert Louis Stevenson's aphorism, 
“It is better to travel hopefully that 
to arrive.” I wondered whether he 
was still travelling hopefully, and 
where he had ἀπίνοο em 

“Lean never be a pessimist. tuer 
have always been different trends in 
Jewish history. Incidentally, I am 4 
member of the group of lawyers and 
jurists set up by Yaakov Herzog t0 
study Talmud. I believe it was the 
Babylonian Talmud that “ 
our people, and that Bar Kochbs'’s 
revolt was a great folly. 
Unfortunately, Jabotinsky 
Bar Kochba out to be a hero wort 
of emulation. There are Jews 19 
Israel who are in love with the ides 
of another Massada. This is one 
our great dangers. 

“But there was also Yochane 
Ben Zakkai, who was a realist \ 
an idealist, who knew that Israe 
would survive through the spirit 
not through power, I believe 
reason and the spirit will pi 
over those who think only in (¢!

A chair as high as a four-storey building is 
not exactly suitable for the average Isracli 
living room. But billed as “the world’s largest 
chair", it did serve to publicize the annual 
furniture manufacturers’ fair, which wound up 
earlier this week. Extra but unplanned public- 
ity for the fair came from a fire which wiped 
out an entire pavilion after opening night, 
forcing 16 exhibitors to reorganize and reopen 
elsewhere. . ᾿ 

Our giant gimmick chair has “very good 
chances" of getting into the Guinness Book of 
Records, says Shai Hausman, who is the Israe- 
li agent for the famed international records‘ 
book. This was the aim of the Furniture Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, who inquired in ad- 
vance as to the existing chair record-holder, a 
mere J2.70 metres in height, before ordering 
ours from a local company called Sherutei 
Bama. The result was an oversized raed ofa 
famous turn-of-the-century, straight-backed 
chair called the Macintosh, which stands a 
good 13.46 m. It may be auctioned off as a 
charity benefit. 

Hausman - general manager of Carta, the 
Israel Map and Publishing Co., which puts out 
Guinness in Hebrew — is about to send photo- 
pa paced measurements of the Israeli chair 
to ἡ, with high hopes for its inclusion in 
the next international edition. 


THE LOCAL furniture industry hoped that 
the fair would mark a turning point from the 
doldrums in the industry from which it has 
been suffering recently. Indeed, even before 
the fair, there were signs that the two lean 
years were over, and business was picking up, 
Hl ics relations spokesman for the Furniture 
rs’ Association told me. 

One problem, of course, is that all too 
often, locally-made furniture is more expen- 
sive than the imports with which it is trying to 

. When I entered the first pavilion at 
the fair, I couldn't help noticing a living room 
set in black leather which is very similar to one 
which my own household recéntly acquired, 
The one displayed at the fair by a Tel Aviv 
manufacturer cost about 20 per cent more 
than what we had paid at the Kol-Bo Shalom 
for an Italian imported set on sale early in the 
summer. It wasn't identical, of course, but it 
was similar enough to make one wonder 

ni our loca! firms are able to compete 
Price-wise. 

It is impossible to describe the wares of an 
entire fair, or even look at them all without 
getting dizzy. I simply walked around and 
made notes of a number of unusual items 
which caught the eye. 

The first of these was a green felt-covered, 
folding card table, the product of Kibbutz 

fa, which uses the general trade name 
Can’aan for its dining room and office furni- 
ture. The new card-table line is called Yaha- 
lom (diamond). So far, there is only a square 
or rummy table, which will be priced at 
about NIS 285 in the shops. A round table for 
Poker, also with a green felt top, is due out 
Soon. So far, there are no matching folding 
ts, such as usually come with collapsible 
card tables in the U.S. 
ra representatives told me these are the 
first locally-made folding card tables. There 
Se some imports available here, they con- 
cede, but I have not compared the prices.

on Sut of style like women’s dresses, Tzova’s prod- 
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ucts ~ bookcases, cabinets, closets, desks and 
dreasera, etc. — are mostly made to order to fit 
individual requirements, and the price range is 
considered moderate. 


“CLASSIC” IN another sense could be used 
to describe an unusual line which some would 
consider elegant and others would call gauche. 
It is furniture made from imported marble by 
a brand-new company snobbishly called Sta- 
tus, with an appropriately classical address, in 
Caesarea. It is the brainchild of an fsraeli 
designer, “Kooky” Gershoni, who recently 
returned from Belgium. 

If you want a Status symbol for your home 
or garden, you can order ἃ purely decorative 
marble column in any height, or even a col- 
umn with a snake carved around it. On the 
more practical side are marble tables, some 
with glass tops. These can run anywhere from 
NIS 1,300 for the simplest coffee tables, to 
NIS 9,000 for a glass-topped dining table with 
a Portuguese rose marble base. 

Virtually everything is made to order, and 
much of the work is hand-carving, though the 
columns are machine-ground, Gershoni told 
me. He has a showroom in Caesarea, tel. 06-

pants). Some general trends. however. are 
worth noting. 

There is a decided move away from the 
fruktional pattern ef selling living mom furni- 
ture in sets uf 3:22] - referring τὸ oa three:

106. an cisy- 
chair which reclines, with its own foutstaul, 
Some firms sre offering “a three-seuter, i 
two-seater, and a television chair" as a set for 
a comprehensive price, while others are sim- 
ply selling each piece separately and letting 
customers make their own combinations. 

The “in” colours at the fair were black, 
white and grey, beth in biving-roym furniture 
and in the kitchen exhibits, (Kitchen cabinet 
manufacturers have an annual fair of their 
own in Tel Aviv, usually around February.) 
Pastel colours, including pastel prints, were 
also prominent ameng saton suites. 


ABOUT THE only bit of hot news which 
reached me during Succot week, and appro- 
priate for the holiday, was an announcement 
that home-style, freshly baked fruit pics, pro- 
duced at Kfar Etzion, have gone on sale in the 
in-store bakery departments of the Supcr-Sol 
and Hypercol chain. They were distributed 
first to some of its branches in the Jerusalem 
area, and will be reaching the rest of the 
country shorly after the holidays. Previously, 
these Etzion pies had been available only to 
restaurants, where they were sold by the 
piece. 

Under the label ‘Country Pie", these new 
baked goods come in six flavours — apple, 
blueberry, cherry, pecan, peach, and harvest 
fruit (which is a mixture of dried and fresh 
fruits). They are not cheap. An eight-inch- 
diametre (20 cm.) pie, enough for six to eight 
servings, retails for NIS 17.90. Defending this 
price, Shlomo Dianziger of Kfar Etzion says 
the ingredients are very costly, particularly the 
cherry and blueberry fillings, which are im- 
ported from the U.S, 


OF THE MANY new product releases await- 
ing my attention after my summer vacation, 
quite a large number are related to feminine 
hygiene and personal beauty care. 

‘or instance, the Israeji-invented electrical 
hair removal device for women, first popular- 
ized under the name Soft & Easy, has come 
out in a new format, with a new tradename. It 
is now called Epilady and it is now available in 
a three-speed version: called Epilady Trio. 

This improvement, according to its produc- 
ers at Kibbutz Hagoshrim, comes as an an- 
swer to those women who reported that use of 
the original Soft & Easy caused “discomfort” 
to their legs. The firm prefers to avoid the 
word “pain”, but it does appear in some refer- 
ences in the new brochure, in Hebrew and 
English. The occasionally awkward English 
puts it this way: 

“The first time you remove hair from the 
root with Epilady Trio you might feel a tittle 
discomfort or pain. Some ladies fee) a slight 
tickle only yet some may feel certain pain. 
However, upon repeated use of Epilady Trio, 
most women feel no pain at all.” (sic) 

The three speeds are intended for three 
different types of leg hair, and the instructions 
claim to explain how to determine which you 
have: “soft, normal or long hair’ (low speed}, 
“medium-soft hair” (medium speed), or “‘brit- 
tle, short hair" (high speed). 

To me, it all sounds rather complicated. [ 
must confess I have never tried an Epilady, 
nor have I ever understood why women find it 
difficull to use an ordinary non-electric razor. 
But { guess !'m old-fashioned. 

To complicate matters further, Epilady 
comes in two versions, the ordinary Epilady 
Trio electric, at NIS 109, and the Eptilady 
Ultra, which has a rechargeable battery, mak- 
ing it portable, which scils for NIS 139. The 
old, one-speed Soft & Easy version is also still 
around, at NIS 99. 

Whatever traditionalists like myself may 
think of it, Epilady/Soft & Easy under its old 
or new name has done remarkably well in the 
local and international marketplace. Since 
first appeuring in the summer of "86, some 
200,000 units have been sold in Israel, or one 
per every five Israeli households. Abroad, this 
Kibbutz Hagoshrim wonder product is reported- 
ly selling at a rate of “more than one million 
units per month”, the company reports. 

The stated advantage of the Epilady system 
over the razor blade method of hair removal is 
that Epilady removes the hair from the roots, 
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se that several weeks supposedly pass before 
naticedhle hair growth recurs. As fur the cis: 
comfart factor in the use of Epilady, the com- 
pany says that this declines with repealed use, 
hecause the hiur becomes suffer while hate 
routs “are almost (tally weakened”. 

Unfortunately, there is no way to test the 
pain factor withoul investing in this rather 
costly device, unless you have a relative or 
friend who will let you try one. And the com- 
pany brochure discourages this by stating: 
“For reasons of hygiene avoid passing on for 
use by another.” Helena Rubinstein is the 
distributor in Israel. 


A n even more personal line for feminine 
hygiene, called Summer's Eve, reached 
our shores this summer, from the U.S. It 
consists of products for vaginal douching and 
for externa] washing of the vaginal arca, 

To douche or not to douche has long been a 
controversial question in feminine hygienc, 
and it is not one which I intend to answer ina 
consumer column. My advice to women is to 
ask their own gynecologists. The publicity ma- 
terial for Summer's Eve came to me with a 
reprint of an American medical study which 
concluded that vaginal douching is not harm- 
ful t the natural flora of the vaginal tract, and 
may even be helpful in controlling unwanted 
bacteria and fungi, but this commercially-dis- 
tributed report may not be the latest nor the 
final word on the subject. 

Nevertheless, those who decide to douche 
may be interested to know that Summer's Eve 
offers a one-time-use disposable douche, 
which is more esthetic and hygienic than the 
traditional douche bags. It is “medicated” in 
the sense that it contains a substance to main- 
tain the desired pH balance in the vagina. 
There is a non-scented version to be used once 
a month after the menstrual period, and a 
scented version recommended for use once 8 
week (but not more than twice a week) at 
other times of the month. Both have the ap- 
proval of the Health Ministry for sale at phar- 
macies without a prescription. 

The throwaway douche is not cheap. A 

ackage with two disposable portions costs 

IS 9.80. In its publicity, the company felt 
obliged to state clearly that this douche "is not 
a birth control method", 

For those who reject internal douching but 
want a scented solution for everyday washing 
of the vaginal area, there is a companion 

roduct called “Summer's Eve Feminine 

fash" for external use only. A 240 ml. bottle 
costs NIS 14.80 and is said to be sufficient for 
several months. ot 


AFTER DEVOTING most of this column to 
items which encourage the expensive way of 
doing everything, it is refreshing to be able to 
finish off with a new business which can save 
consumers money. Despite all the trends to- 
ward instant and ready-made goods, there are 
still! women who sew clothes for themselves 
and their families, either to economize or to 
have something unique, or both. 

Angela Grossman of Ra’anana, whose hus- 
band is in the textile manufacturing field, says 
she used to be bombarded with friends’ and 
neighbours’ requests to get fabrics for them 
cheaply from the Nahlat Binyamin Street tex- 
tile district in Tel Aviv. This summer, she hit 
upbtn the idea of opening a fabrics and sewing 
advice shop, together with a neighbour, in the 
basement playroom of her Ra’anana home, at 
50 Kazan Street, tel. 052-26851. 

Her partner is a former crafts teacher, Mirt- 
iam Shamama, and they call their business 
*‘Mary-Ange". They carry a wide variety of 
materials, from 100 per cent cotton (‘for 
which there isn't much demand, because peo- 
ple don't want to iron anymore”) to viscose, 
tricots, and acrylic flannels for winter. The 
partners can provide pre-cut patterns in enve- 


lopes, or will even cut out the designs in fabric . 


for those who have difficulty with this. 

"1 don't claim we can compete with the 
cheap fabric prices at the Ramle outdoor mar- 
ket, but we can match those of Tel Aviv's 
Nahlat Binyamin area,” says Grossman. 
Mary-Ange undersells the established fabric 
shops in the Sharon area by some 30 to 40 per 
cent, she estimates. 

The big demand this fall, Grossman reports, 
is for sewing the billowy-type trousers which 
sell for NIS 90 to NIS 160 at Dizengoff fashion 
shops.

In a personal aside, Adler de- 
scribes the fate of a Parisian Jewish 
boy after his Polish-born parents had 
been deported, and their flat had 
been sealed. The boy was saved, for 
he had been born in France, but he 
had nowhere to go. The family's 
French neighbours refused to take 
care of him, and eventually he 
vanished without trace,

biographical notes reveal a depth of 
poetic feeling. They were set down 
in 1941, and retrieved by a Dutch 
priest, Louis Smelik, who realized 
their importance and hid them in his 
church in Amsterdam. 

Lore and her twin brother Heini 
were born in Sodesberg on the Rhine 
and grew up in a wealthy and assimi- 
lated Jewish family. It is with infinite 


sadness that one reads about the 
discrimination Jewish children suf- 
fered in German schools following 
Hitler’s rise to power. Then their 
tragic plight ensued as penniless re- 
fugees eventually securing tempor- 
ary shelter in a still free, but already 
troubled, Holland. Despair followed 
with the German invasion of Hol- 
land. 


Lore vividly describes the plight of 
these refugees caught in the Nazi 
net. She records their first affairs, 
their futile search for happiness and 
unfulfilled Zionist aspirations. 

The book is dedicated tw Heini 
and three hundred others who were 
rounded up in Amsterdam on June 
11. 1941, and then gradually dis- 
posed of at Matthausen. Heini could 
have easily hidden his Jewish des- 
cent, bui he accepted his fate. 

Lore, who later married a soldier 
serving in the Jewish Brigade, lives 
in Ramat Gan today. 

This moving tribute to our not so 
remote past should remind us all, 
and our young people in particular, 
that often we don’t sufficiently value 
the importance of our comforts and 
our freedom. 


STEPHANIE ORFALI was spared 
the Holocaust, for she reached and 
abandoned Eretz Yisrael. Her paenn 
of praise, for the uss ted Jews 
who were in the vanguard of the 
sophisticated international culture 
which flourished in Germany till 
Hitler, represents a pretty though 
peindess recollection of good times 
in the rotten-to-the-vore Weimar 
Republic. 

She was bon in 101} in Nurem- 
berp te a wealthy and assimilated 
German Jewish ly. Lile wan 
gead and fascinating, and noe one 
look serieusly the iinti-Semilie ex- 
russes of Julius Streicher. Orfali 

ed the Blue-White German Jews 
sh hiking meventent, und became a 
Zionist. Following her graduation, 
she was the secretary of the INF for 
Bavaria, and landed at Jaffaon April 
W, 1934. 

Eretz Yisrael was a heart- 
breaking disuppuintment, Orfali fell 
ill, and couldi’t face the realities of 
life in Mandatory Palestine. In 1935 
she met Jacob Orfali, an Armenian, 
who inarricd her and, during the 
War of Independence, installed her 
in a convent in Bethlehem. After a 
few years in Jordan, they emigrated 
to the U.S. They live today in Napa, 
California and have four children. 

Orfali's three brothers: Wolfgang, 
Heinz and Werner Braun stayed on 
and established themselves in Jeru- 
salem. Wolfgang became an out- 
standing furniture-maker, Heinz is 
the general manager of Wella 
Cosmetics, Werner is one of the 
best-known Israeli photographers. 


IT IS NOT every day that husband 


and wife meet in these columns as 
the writers uf two separite bunks, 
Unfortunately, Jacob Orfuli's 
account of his life in Jerusalem is a 
disappointment. 1t provides an out- 
line of Armenian history in generai, 
and of his family clan in particular, 
but scarcely illustrates life in the 
Armenian quarter of Jerusalem. 
One could also expect a Sittle more 
understanding for the Jewish people 
from a member of a minority which 
has suffered se much. Orfali's refer- 
ences to the War of Independence 
are superficial and frequently one- 
sided and wrong. They hardly contri- 
bute to what he says he wants: 
mutual understanding and streng- 
thening of bands between different 
peoples. 

As for his marriage to Stephanie, 
Orfati concedes it had its ups and 
downs, bul they stayed together in 
spite of bad advice and difficult 
times. 


HOW DID Coburg beeome the first 
Nazi town in Germany?

Schwede wou his battle, and. with 
Hitler's personal assistance, won 
over the majority of the citizens of 
Coburg, including the town council. 
Other skirmishes elsewhere at the 
local Jevel, and socialist apathy, 
assisted the Nazi accessiun to power. 
The Nazis succeeded because their 
Opponents underestimated their 
dangerousness. 

The history of Coburg illustrates 
how Hitler and his henchmen suc- 
ceeded, by incessant and violent 
attacks on their favourite targets — 
Jews, Socialists, Communists and- 
the Western Allies - in securing the 
popular vote, and dismantling 
democracy. oO

BOOKS ABOUT THE Holocaust 
tend to make gruesome reading. But 
Margo Wolff has written a gentle 
essay dedicated to over a million 
children murdered by the Nazis. I 
suspect that the style of writing is 
deliberately simple and naive, to 
reflect the innocence of the adoles- 
cents portrayed. This is the story of 
seven Jewish boys from a group of 
children living in a home for refugees 
in Vichy France near the Swiss bor- 


der. 

We follow the boys as they in- 
teract with each other and the people 
of the village as they prepare for 
their inevitable capture or escape. 
They find a cave which they prepare 


as a hideout. As Hanukka is - 


approaching, they decide to pass the 
ine by devising a play about Judah 
and the Maccabees. The Greek 


enemy represents the Nazis, who are 
trying to destroy the brave Macca- 
beans — the children. 

The fateful day arrives and the 
boys make their escape, initlully in 
the truck of Marcel, the baker's boy. 
After some awkward encounters 
with French police and then German 
officers, they eventually arrive at a 
farmstead owned by one of Murcel's 
friends, not far from the Swiss bor- 
der. The boys split into two groups. 
One starts marching through the 
snow, meeting on the way an elderly 
Jewish couple, until they finally 
reach the safety of an internment 
camp in Switzerland. 

The other group is less fortunate. 
One boy meets up with a Partisan 
group and is later killed in a skirmish 
with German soldiers. Two others 
managed to join the Allied troops in 
the assault on Paris. One is killed, 
while the other rejoins members of 
his family who have also survived the 
war. Of the group who reach 
Switzerland, two go to the United 
States and the other comes to Pales- 
tine, some months before the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel. 

It is not surprising that Margo 
Wolff empathizes so well with these 
children. She herself was twice cap- 
tured by the Gestapo for helping 
similar youngsters escape to the 


Swiss or Spanish frontier. She man- 
aged Lo escupe to Switzerland. Now 
in her seventies, she lives in New 
York and works as a journalist. 


JEWS LOVE asking questions. The 
lives of quiz organizers have now 
been made easicr by the publication 
of two books listing questions on all 
manner of subjects relating to Jews. 
Although The Great Jewish Quiz 
Book is the smaller of the two, with 
only some 800 questions, it has the 
great advantage of categorizing the 
questions into lists of subjects, such 
as the different Jewish festivals, 
Israel, Jews in politics, show busi- 
ness, and music and literature. If you 
don’t know Groucho Marx's real 
first name, how old Adam was when 
he died or when Moshe Dayan lost 
his eye, maybe you need this book. 
The book of 6400 Questions cov- 
-ers a very wide spectrum of informa- 
tion, although 900 of the questions 
relate only to Canadian-Jewish life. 
Each quiz comprises 14 miscel- 
laneous questions concerning many 
different subjects. However, there is 
a very comprehensive index in which 
you can look up the name or topic 
that interests you. Few of us will fail 
to learn something new by studying 
either of these two mines of useful ~

FULLY 60 per cent of fuirly reli- 
gious, partially employed, blue-cal- 
lar, undecided Sephardim who vot- 
ed for either the Likud or Tehiya in 
1984 firmly believe there's a 50-50 
chance they'll vote for either Tehiya 
or Likud again in next month's elec- 
tion, according to the latest Fifth 
Column Public Opinion Poll. 

This is only one of the startling 
findings in the comprehensive FC 
poll, which is narrowly recognized 
as the most scientific sampling of 
current attitudinizing in this coun- 
try. The results are garnered from 
in-depth interviews conducted this 
week with a cross-section of 1,723 
Jewish and Arab adults chosen by 
computer from urban centres, kib- 
butzim, moshavim, development 
towns, non-development towns, 
army bases, yeshivot, abortion clin- 
ics, drug dens, cafes, pedicure pur- 
fours and similar places where 1,723 
Jewish and Arab adults tend to 
congregate. : 

Another equally significant find- 
ing of the latest FC poll is that an 
overwhelming 52.1 per cent of un- 
committed, white-collar, fully em- 
ployed, but hardly overworked Ash- 
kenazim of North African descent 
who voted for either the Labour 
Party or the Citizens Rights Move- 
ment in the last election feel it either 
“fairly likely" or “yeah, could be™ 
that they will cust their vote this 
November for either the Citizens 
Rights Movement or Lubour. 

Among voters over 25 years of 
age who described themselves as ci- 
ther “traditional” or “moderately 
observant” (i.¢., make an appear- 
ance at synagogue during the High 
Holidays and on Shabbat if there's a 
bar mitzva with a good feed thrown 
in), the FC pollsters found that 51.2 
per cent were women. eS ally inter- 
esting, an unexpected 43.8 consid- 
ered themselves “voters of the male 
persuasion.” The remaining 5 per 
cent were undecided. . 

Asked whom they considered 
“best suited to lead the country,” 29 
per cent of all respondents respond- 
ed that Shimon Peres’s suits looked 
especially impressive, while 23 per 
cent said that Yitzhak Shamir was

FC pollsters also uncovered the 
fact that 54 per cent of all voters 
favour Shimon Peres remaining for- 
eign minister, although 39 per cent 
said he should pay travel tax like 
everyone else. Another 26 per cent 
preferred that Peres stay abroad 
permanently. 

Opinions on negotiating with the 
PLO broke down on ethnic lines, 
and several FC pollsters got broken 
noses for even asking. Only 21 per 
cent of Likud supporters favour a 
continuation of the National Unity 
Government, with a similar 23 per 
cent of support found among La- 
bourites. Most likened the partner- 
ship tu “the most innovative concept 
since the square wheel.” On the ter- 
ritories, 42 per cent favoured Israel 
remaining firmly in place, while 46 
per cent labelled the West Bank ‘tas 
valuable as buobs on a bull.” The 
remainder were cither undecided or 
exchanged gunfire with the 
pollsters. ; : 

On the controversial “transfer” 
proposal as a solution to the Pales- 
tinian problem, I6 per cent were in 
favour, 32 per cent were opposed, 
and 21 per cent expressed concern 
about who would sweep the streets.
